‘The Philadelphia 
city organization was a wreck, The party 
was divided into hostile facts, as it had 
been for some years. Comptroller Robert E. 
Pattison had been nominated for Governor.

O’MEARA’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


TWO OR THREE ACCIDENTS GIVE VICTORY TO 
THE ST. LOUIS CANDIDATE. 


JEFFERSON OITY, Mo., July 21.—John B. 
O’*’Meara was beaten when the balloting 
began for Lieutenant-Governor. Stone 
wanted him on the ticket -to offset the loss of 
the Dalton strength, but Stone couldn’t con- 
trol the delegates who had voted for him. 
Florea went into the convention as strong as 
O’Meara, and there were four other candi. 
dates whose votes preferred Florea to 
O’Meara as second choice. Florea’s county 
had balloted steadily for Stone, and that 
gave him an advantage, too. 

On the first ballot Florea led O’Meara, and 
the others straggled after. The 8st. Louts 
delegation divided between Pollard and 
O’Meara, giving Tuttle two votes, also. The 
Kansas City men were divided between 
O’Meara and Fidérea. Dave Wallace, the 
secretary. who had charge of the roll clerks, 
was for Florea. Wallace always announced 
the result of each ballot, andall through the 
convention he arranged todo this announc- 
ing in such a way as to bring out the greatest 


possible amount of enthusiasm for his candli- 
date. On the first ballot he read the result 
like this: 

**Seay, ——; Mackey, ——; Tuttle, 
O’Meara, ——;’’ all this ina monotone and 
rapidiy, and then, weap yen | his voice: ‘‘-— 
votes for A. W. Florea!’’ and the yelis would 
come. 

Seeing how strong O’Meara was, and that 
there was really a possibility of nominating 
him, Ed Butler began to mobilize the 8t. 
Louis vote fora hearty O’Meara campaign. 
This was dificult, for some of the delegates 
were afraid of the Mayor’s anger when they 
came back to S8t. Louis without Dalton and 
with O’ Meara, 

Neither Délegate W. H. O’Brien nor Dr. R. 
C. Atkinson wanted O’Meara, but Butler first 
got Pollard to withdraw—a very eraceful 
thing for him to do—and then addressed him- 
seif to the task of bringing over the object- 
tors. Maffitt not only helped him, but went 
outon the floor amopg the delegates and 
worked for O’Meara. Just before the roll 
began Councilman Chariey James got up and 
withdrew Pollard’s name formally. Then 
Mackey’s name was withdrawn and the bal- 
lot began. 

As it went on Senator F. R. Newberry sat 
down by the newspaper table and a 8t. Louis 
friend of O’Meara asked him to. go down 
among the Southeast countiesand get some 
votes for O”’Meara before the roll gotto 
them. The Senator objected, saying that he 
had only two candidates, Stone and Steph- 
ens, and didn’t want to interfere with the 
Lieutenant-Governorship.

friend. The Senator askeda few more ques- 
tions and then got up, saying,

He was Boss Phelps’ proclaimed candi- 
date from the start, and as such would 
have been easily beaten by Dalton, if the 
Bureau had not most adroitly succeeded in 
playing Dalton fora sucker and dividing 
the onus of its support between him and 
Stone, while working really for Stone all 
the time. Fearing Dalton’s strength and 
desiring to place him under a sense of ob- 
ligation if he should succeed, the Bureau 
men managed with seductive offers of help 
to get their lasso over his campaign and 
paralyze it, and send him into the conven- 
tion with many a Stone man concealed 
among his delegates. 

But we see no reason as yet for fearing 
that aman of Stone’s clean record, un- 
questioned ability, political shrewdness, 
ambition and prospects, has put a railroad 
mortgage on the office of Governor or will 
sacrifice his own future by rendering the 
railroads any unpopular service in return 
for all the railroads may claim to have 
done for him as a candidate.

Labor Cost. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The Jron Ageis a thoroughly loyal servant 
of the protected interests of Pennsylvania. 

In its last issue it presents a table of wages 
paid in the wire-rod industry in order to 
show that the operatives receive very high 
pay. 

In doing so it is forced to give the labor 
cost in a ton of rods. It is $1.95. 

Wire rods are protected by a duty of six- 
tenths of a centa pound. This is $12 a ton,or 
more than six times as much as the whole 
cost of labor. 

The duty is practically prohibitory, the 
{mportations of tron rods fn 1890 being valued 
at $92,000 and of steel rods at $65,000. 

On nearly every ton of wire rods produced 
in this country, therefore, the American con- 
gumers pay a bounty of about $10 above the 
whole cost of labor.

Tillie Johnson Concludes Her Story of 
the E of Freda Ward—Unocon- 
anor of the Principal in 
Her Home Life Habits 

Placed in Evidence—Crime News. 


Mzmrnis, Tenn., July 21,—In the Alice 
Biitchell case to-day the examination of Lillie 
Johnsdii was resumed. She gave the same 
detailed statement of the killing of Freda 
Ward as she did formerly in her own case. 
She had no knowledge of Alice Mitchell’s in- 
tentions to kill Freda or she would not have 
been with her in the buggy on that day. She 
supposed that Alice wanted to bid Freda 
good by and see her once more. Alice car- 
ried ona large correspondence with un- 
known young men merely for flirtation's 

‘gake, She never loved any of them, but 
loved Freda Ward devotedly. She (Lillie 

Johnson,) also carried on a clandestine cor- 

respondence with unknown young men, but 

not with so many as Alice. Nothing new was 
developed by the cross-examination. 

Frank §. Mitchell, and Mattie Mitchell 
brother and sister of the prisoner. 
were also witnesses. They testi- 
fied generally to Alice’s conduct at 
home and her habits of life before and after 
the killing of Freda Ward, and united in 
Stating that Alice seems much more con 
tented in mind since the killing than be- 
fore and does not feel any sorrow or re- 
morse, but speaks cheerfully about the 
affair, and continues toexpress the deepest

THE PRISONER IN COURT. 

There is little change in the demeanor of 
Alice Mitchell while in the court-room from 
day today. She is not moved rceptibly by 
the business going on around her, notwith- 
cane she seems to take much interest in 
everything that transpires, and appears to 
understand the full importance anu bearilig 
of every question and answer between coun- 
seland witness. She watches the lawyers 
When the question is put, and then 
the witness as he answers; that is, 
when the matters referred to are of 

interest. At other times she permits her eyes 
to wander around over the faces of those De- 
fore her. she seems to be a close reader of 
faces, and possesses a penetrating look. At 
times a strange smile steals over her face and 
curls her lips, and once or twice she grinned 
tierorously when reference was made by the 
witness to a little box which Alice made as a 
receptacie for the trinkets and mementoes of 
her lover, Freda. 

**Alice Mitehell has no more idea of the 
serious nature of the case than a child,’’ 
gaid one of her counsel. ‘‘She does not care 
a pin about it, She wants to go on the wit- 
ness stand, and is furious because we do not 

ut heron. She wants totell about Freda to 

he public.’’ 
AN IMPORTANT WITNESS. 

The deposition of Dr. Thomas G. Comstock 
of St. Louis is regarded as a good piece of tes- 
timony by the friends of the murderess, 
was as follows: 

Iam a physician and have followed my profession 
over twenty years. I knew Mr. tgrd sg an . 
Isabelia Mitchell when they lived in thiscity dufing 
1857-58-59. lattended upon Mrs. Mitchell in Ma 
and June, 1857, when she had puerperal fever. 
was not with her when : he was delivered of a child, 
She had melancholia followed by hallucinations, 
and later by acute mauia. Her 
mental trouble was puerperal mania. 
She had sleeplessness, incoherent expression, 
thought she was dead and was weak and deiirious. 
After a month of treatment she wassenttothe Mis- 
souri State Asylum at my advice and upon my cer- 
tificate. It wasatypicaicase of acute mania. In 
1858-59 and ’60, I waited upon her, but Ido not re- 
member the symptons, except that lIalways re- 
marked the expression’ of her eye as showing the 
effect of her mania. I have treated many cases of 
insanity and have studied it in this country and 
Europe. Hereditary transmission is the most potent 
cause ofinsanity. A mother is more liable to trans- 
mit insanity than a father and in such cases a 
daughter is more liable to inherit than ason. I have 
treated insane patients since 1857 and my experience 
has been large. 

Then follows the doctor’s opinion as an in- 
sanity expert upon the mental condition of 
Alice Mitchell sed upon the hypothetical 
case resented by counsel for the defense. 
As this.was not the stage of thetrialat which 
it was intended to introduce that portion of 
the * tamara that expert opinion was not 
read, 


THOUGHT HER CRANKY. 

Lucy Franklin, the colored cook of the 
Mitchell family, made an interesting witness 
yesterday. She said: 

“] knew all the Mitchell family. Alice was 
going to school when! first wentthere. i 
noticed peculiarities in Alice’s manner. She 
played like a child around the house. She

thought she was very cranky. She attended 
to her own horse; curried it, washed its feet 
and spent much of ber time on the horse.

Said 
she would rather be dead. I asked her why. 
She said she had loved some one and could 
never speak to her any more.

She 
said she loved Freda more than she did any 
of ber sisters. She spent considerable time 
in the kitchen and talked a great deal to 
me. She seldom was seen reading a book, 
but frequently she would take a _  ietter 
from her pocket while in the kitchen and 
gead it, and tears would come into her 
eyes. Those letters were from Freda, she 

dme, She never read them aloud to me. 
Alice hadan engagement ring. She would 
take it out and look at it often, and one ~ 
she saidtome: ‘Lucy, did you know that 
and Fred were going to marry?’ I said ‘no.’ 
Bhe said, ‘yes, we were engaged to marry at 
one time, but pow I will pever be able to 
speak to heragain.’ Itold hernotto worry 
about that. Isupposed that when she gaid 
that she and Freda were going tomarry, she 
meant that each were going to Marry @ Man.

SUICIDE OR ACCIDENT. 


Shiftner’s Body Found in a 
Cistern. 


The body or Mrs. Sarah Shiffner, aged 4 
years, wife of Louis &hiffner, residing at 1436 
Nopeh Ninth street, was taken from a cistern 
in the rear of the above premises about 8 
o’clock this morning, into which she had 
falien or deliberately thrown herself with 
suicidal intent. 

Mrs. Shiffmer lived with her husband and 
three children in the rooms on the ground 
floor in the rearof the above premises, the 
front part being occupied by G. T. Ashman as 
a bakery and confectionery store. The last 
time she was seen alive was about 8 o’clock 
this morning, when She was sitting by the 
bedside of her little son, Charley, who was 
suffering from a sore foot. 

She was fanning the boy, and her husband, 
who awakened, asked her if she was not go- 
ing to bed. About5 o’clock her daughter, 
Katie, aged 12, whois usually awakened by 
her mother to assistin makingthe fire, not 
noticing her in her bed got up and began 
looking for her. She awakened her father 
and both of them noticing that all her clothes 
were in the room, immediately suspected 
thatall was not right. They searched the 
house, yard and adjoining streets, but no 
trace of her could be found. The cistern is 
about ten feet in the rear of the door leading 
into the yard from their r®oms. The opening 
is in a small wooden platform, and would not 
measure more than 24 by 18 inches. It is 
usually covered bya wooden box, which is 
removed when water is taken from it. 

It was full of water this morning and is 
about twenty feet deep. Mr. Ashman, who 
was notified by the distracted husband of his 
wife’s disappearance, thought she might 
have fallen into the cistern, and getting the 
hooks with which he usually grapples for 
sunken buckets, lowered them into the cis- 
tern. They caughtin her night dress and he 
drew her to the surface: 

By this time Sergt. Sullivan and Officer 
Knellhoff had arrived on the scene and with 
their assistance the body was drawn through 
the small opening and laid upon the floor in 
the rear room in charge of Officer Conley to 
await the Coroner. 

Louis Shiffner, the husband, is a cook, out 
ofemployment at present, Dut was iast em- 
ployed at Morrisey’s cafe on Olive street near 
Yenth. He can assign no cause for his wife’s 
deliberately drowning herself, though Mr. 
Ashman things she has been very despondent 
lately and acting in an unusual manner. 
Her littie boy’s accident seemed to have 

iven her unnecessary annoyance and after 
ce had fallen asleep she may have wandered 
into walked inte the 
opening cistern. Yet this 
eee is that a woman 
of her size would have to hold her arms close 
to ber side to have fallen through. There 
are no pruises about the face, such as would 
show that she struck herself while falling.

IDAHO'S LABOR WAR. 


Warrants Iasued for the Arrest of Eighty 
Rioters. 

Boise, Idaho, July 21.—United States Mar- 
shal Pinkham has gone to Coour d’ Alene with 
warrants for eighty of the rioters, charging 
them with contempt of the Federal Court in 
having violated the injunction restraining 
them from interfering with the operations of 
the mines, The policy of the Federai officials, 
however, has been changed and a new pro- 
cedure has been inaugurated. The contempt 
proceedings are inthe United States Circuit 
Court. Judge Beatty has no authority to call 


a special term of that court and the cases 
would have to be delayed until a term 
could be authorized by Justice Field. 
The men, after having been 
brought to Boise, would than have to be taken 
to Moscow for a hearing, making a tedious 
and expensive proceeding. For this reason 
ithas been decided to ‘proceed against the 
offenders in the District Court, charging 
them with the crime of conspiracy in having 
conspired tointerfere with the administra- 
tion of justice. Judge Beatty can call a 
special term of this court when and grhere 
he will, and he will be asked to calFGucha 
term at Coeur d’Alene City. The leaders will 
also be, proceeded against in the State courts 
for murder as soon as the “mgs Me. jus- 
tice in Shoshone County shall have been re- 
stored to working order. Reliable informa- 
tion is received here to the effect that the in- 
surrectionists have sworn to kill thirty of the 
leading mine owners of Coeur d’ Alene.

STRIKERS WEAKEN, 

HAMILTON, Ontario, July 21.—The molders’ 
strike, which has been in progress since Feb- 
ruary last, appears to have failed so far as 
the men are concerned, as the foundries are 
allrunning with non-union men. Most of 
the latter are outsiders. The wages now paid 
range from $1.50 to $3 per day, instead of a 
general scale for all hands of $2, 50. Over one 
hundred union men have left and sixty are 
yet here, 


IMMIGRANT IRONWORKERS. 

New Yorn, July 21.—Ellis Island officials 
have looked over the records of arrivals to 
learn how many ironworkers have recently 
landed, There was no complete record for 
this month, but during June it was found 
that 192 machinists, 248 blacksmiths and 141 
iron moulders arrived at EllisIsiand. They

NATURAL PHENOMENON. 


A Lake of Black Ink in the Voloanic Re- 
gions of Arizona. 


From the Philadelphia Daily Evening Telegraph. 


Nearly all of the 3,500 Cocopah volcanoes in 
Arizona are situated near the east end of the 
volcanic area which they occupy. Several 
_ . Jarge mounds, once living volcanoes,are now 

ulet. Between the hills of lava, and 
bris are a large number of living, active 
volcanoes, Fromthe sidesofthe hill 50 to 
200 feetiabove the surrounding waters, come 
forth mbst beautiful springs of clear, warm 
water, some so sour, others so sweet, so bit- 
ter, and sd strongly alkaline that no living 
being or an:malcan drink it. These waters 
course down the hillsides, laying a coat of 
white, pink, purple, blue or green, made by 
the mineral saits they contain, upon every- 
thing with which they come in contact, 

In the midst ofthese hilis is the Lake of 
Ind. There run intoit scores of streams of 
clear mineral hot water, others that are 
warm, andtwothatarecold. Thelake, one- 
fourth of a mile In length and one-eighth in 
width, lies like a gem set in these hills or 
these ancient yulcanoes. The biack, ink-like 
water which fills the lake comes up to within 
three or four inches of the level of its shores. 
The temperature near the edge is apout 110 
deg. gradually growing warmer as you get 
down in it, and as you approach the center 
of the lake, on the surface, it ig about 156 
deg., and at a depth of 250 feet it is 216 deg. 
Near the shore on the east, south and west 
sides the water is only four to six feet in 
_ depth for twenty feet or more into the lake, 
Where the shelf breaks off perpendicularly, 
and there no bottom has ever Deen found. 
To the touch the water feels smooth and oily. 
The ashes and oll whicb cover the lake when 
its waters are quiet are from one-half an inch 
toan inch thick. The water of the lake is 

et black, though it does not color the skin of 
e who bathe in It. 

Under a giass the coloring matter seems to 
De a minute black substance held in suspen- 
sion by the water, which adheres to white 
cloth immersed in the lake. To the taste 
the water is warm, saltand bitter. To the 
bather the sensationon entering the water 
is grand, exhilarating to a wonderful degree, 
60 much so that a bath often or fifteen min- 
utes makes one feelasifhe were under the 
influence of the very best brandy. Millions 
ot bubbies, formed by escaping gases, keep 
the surface of the lake agitated at all times, 
till it rolls, boilsand foams as if ready to 
break over its banks and escape, and again 
only in myriads of sparkling globules, glit- 
tering inthe sunlight. Whenever the vol- 

s rage with anger the lake follows, and 
the sight of its maddened waters is well 
worth seeing. 

From time immemorial these waters have 
been used by the different tribes of Indians, 
far and wide, at war andin peace, asthe 

tall-healing remedy, following a bath 
the hot mudof the peaceable volcanoes 
for all fevers, rheumatism, scrofula an 
venereal diseases. .They take the invalid and 
ag 4 him, all but his ears, eyes and mouth, 
in the hot volcanic mud for from twenty to 
thirty minutes, then carry him covered with 
mud on a bianket the fifty or 100 feet to the 
pdge of the lake and put himintothe water, 
holding his head above it, for from fifteen to 
twenty minutes. Then, rolling him in his 
blanket, they carry him a few feet away to a 
shade which they have provided, and lay him 
onthe hot, sulphurous sand or rock, and 
there let him sweat. They repeat this in the 
afternoon. Atnightthey remove him to a 
lace where the ground is notsoO Warm, and 
et him sleep, and if possible, where he can 
breathe the gases or vapors of the neighbor- 
ing volcanoes. The cures wrought are per- 
fectly wonderful, and could not be believed 
if not seen. A few white men have been there 
and tried the remedies, and thus far without 
a single iallure.

twenty-eight miles long and about one-half 
to one mile wide. The Salton Sea covered 
these dimensions; so apparently does the 
great mirage. Therein is the coincidence. 

The bed of Dry Lake comes within a half 
mile of the Southern Pacific tracks at Salton 
Station. It trends off from there tn a south- 
erly and easterly direction. One traveling 
south on the railroad during the period that 
Dry Lake contained water would have ob- 
served the water to the west at distances of 
one-half mile to two, three and five miles 
away. The same thing may be observed 
now, though the basin be dry as a bone. 

I met an old miner on the train when the 
Salton Sea sensation wasfirst started. A 
number ofus were viewing the water with 
field glasses and commenting thereon. The 
old miner dropped into conversation. He 
looked very nowing as he winked and 
Diinked at others outsideof our ron, un- 
tll our ignorance ofthe situation made him 
tired, hen he brokein on us, gp 
—e fellers don’t think that’s water, do 
e ee 


**Beyond the possible shadowof doubt,’’ 
s0me one replied. 

‘*Well, yer all away off,’’ said the old 
miner. ‘‘I have hoofed over every foot of 

und from here tothe San Jancito moun- 
ins. Yes! and over the San: Jancito 
Mountains, too, for that matter, andI never 
got my shoes wet, either. I’ve been pros- 
pecting down here ten year or more. . I’ve 
seed that water from here the same as you 
do a thousand times. But that ain’t no 
water, that’s my-rage.’’ 

We protested in vain. The old prospector 

brought up a half dozen other old pros- 
ctors who stood by his statement. The 
rakeman was called in. He tola the old 
prospector that he, too, had seen the mirage 
there off and on for five years, but this time 
he was cock-sure there was no deception. 
There was water there fora dead certainty, 
for he had been to the ed of it at Salton 
and pees his fingers in It. 

We showed the bonest old fellow the news- 
papers. but that did not alter his position. 

hen he dipped his fingers in the water as 
the brakeman aid he would believe there was 
water there, and not until then. 

This illusion and reality are not so remark- 
able, afterall. The circumstances are easily 
explained. The presence of the water has 
been explained already. Now about that 
which resembles water. 

Low iands, under the same degree of heat 
and climatic conditions, will become hotter 
than high lands. Air fromthe ground up is 
found to be in layers, hot and cold. Hotair 
rises, cold air descends. From this desert ba- 
sin, under the hot and cloudiess sky of sum- 
mer, there isastrong rising of overheated 
air. This, mingled with therush of colder 
air, assumes the color of water by reflecting 
the rays of the sun. The vibratory motion 
of the atmosphere corresponds to the mo- 
tion of the waves. Thus, water or no water, 
this spot away below sea ievel is a sure- 
enough lake when viewed from a distance. 

About twenty-five miles southeast of 
Salton, from a point near the borders of 
Carrizo Creek, one of the grandest mirages 
in California ——s in the world, can be 
witnessed. The ground of vantage being re- 
mote from the railroad, and the mirage not 
being as distinct as that which hovers about 
Dry Lake, not many outside of old desert 
traveliers will claim to have seenit. Be- 
sides, there is nothing to encourage the most 
intrepid lover of adventure in entering this 
section. It is the most desolate of 
any in the country where desolation 
abounds. There itis nothing but sand, 
sand, everywhere; sand packed and hardin 
spots, sand in huge drifts, sand hotas fire, 
buffeted in the air by shrieking winds, sands 
that beats in the face thicker than hail and 
sharper than néedles; mountains of sand be- 
longing to the San Bernardino range on the 
east, more ofthe same kind from the San 
Jacintos on the west; between them the wind 
plays, blows, howls, cavorts in this direc- 
tion, in that direction, in every direction, 
forming a whirlwind here, another and 
and another there, piling the sand in loose 
pyramids in places and sweeping the soll into 
a flat, hard surface between the drifts. 

Not’a very inviting place to pitch a camp 
and stay for several days, as one must, if one 
is to get a giimpse of the mirage of-ali 
mirages. 

it igs seen Only inthe gray of the morning, 
when the goiden hue is lining the east. Look- 
ing toward Fort Yuma, which may be located 
but not seen, a prodigious biack columa is 
first observed. itlightens until it seems to 
touch the mg ad above, it expands,it breaks 
into myriads of shapes, it becomes clearer 
and clearer, until at last you see church 
steeples, towers, arches, overhanging preci- 
pices,aciKy, and the mountain fastnesses 
banging in mid air.

fellow they called Bill were sent down into 
the northern part of Texas to attend to some 
matterin which I knew there wasa great 
deal of money and I was taken along todo 
chores. Iwasalad of about 15 years then, 
and Mike always took me along with him be- 
cause, he said, he never had to speak to me 
twice and I wasn’t afraid. There is one 
thing, though, of which I’ve always stood in 
mortal terror, and thatisa grizzly bear. My 
father was eaten up by a grizzly, so they say, 
a few months before was born, while my 
mother stood inthe cabin looking out of the 
window. Our cabin was attacked by two 
grizzlies five or six years afterward. My 
sister and I climbed up into the loft an 
were the only ones saved. As a result the 
sight ofa grizzly unnerves me. 

‘Well, when we were on our way back from 
Texas and were on the edge of a little stream 
forty or fifty miles west of Pond Creek, Mike 
decided to gointo camp. We were not afraid 
of Indians and wouldn’t have hesitated any 
time to risk a fight if they had no greater 
odds than fourorfivetoone. I went up the 
creek afew rods just before supper to get 
some water from a spring there, as Mike had 
told me to do. When I started back, there 
in front of me stood the biggest grizzly I 
ever laid my eyes on. 

‘*It was all I could do to stand up. I 
couldn’t open my mouth or do a thing. The 
ugly brute shuffled along, but as quietly asa 
cat, over toward where all the guns lay. 
Mike and Bill were stretched out on the 
ground only about twenty feet away, and 
yet the bear had been so quiet that they 
hadn’t heard him at all. Finally, 1. got my 
voice and yelled as only a scared kid can yell, 
Mike and Bill jumped to their feet and took 
Yelling to me to steal 
up and get the s, Mike drew his knife and 
Bill did too. They were on a little point of 
land where the creek made a turn, and 
couldn’t separate far oncugn to fight toad- 
vantage, so the grizzly had itall hisown 
way, for neither Bill nor Mike would jump off 
the point and leavethe other to fignt it out 
with the bear. As for me,I couldn’t have 
moved from my tracks to save my soul. 

‘*The fight was the bloodiest I ever saw, and 
I seemed to be in a trance while I watched it. 
The bear was cut almost into mince meat, but 
nothing could conquer such a mass of muscle 
and claws andteeth. He got Bill down first, 
and was working his hind claws on him, while 
his tore feet were slashing Mike, Bill used 
his knife well, but his cuts grew weaker and 
less frequent, and at last quit altogether. 
Then the bear took Mike in hisarmsto finish 
him. Idon’t remember anything else till I 
found myself on the banks of the Red River. I 
was then on my horse, which had been teth- 
ered out, and, as he was nearly run to dedth, 
I suppose I had just gone crazy for the time 
being, had rushed to him, jumped on his back 
and run away from there without knowing or 
caring where. 

**I didn’t go back there for years, and then 
I could find no traces of that fearful fight. 
Old Mike had a big lot of gold with him at the 
time, and I was there for about a week look- 
ing forit. IfI had found it I would have 
taken it to Kit Carson, to whom it belonged 
and it would have satisfied him that I had 
acted straight; I have always thought that 
he believed that I killed Mike and Billand got 
away with the stuff; so when I couldn’t find 
it l went back to Mexico and stayed there 
among the greasers till after Kit died. 

**Y@m see lhad no way to convince him 
thatI had not killed them. If I had told 
the truth nobody would have believed me, be- 
cause I was regarded as the most reckless 
and daring kid on the plains and to tell them 
I had been afraid to goupand geta gun and 
kill the bear would have been simply useless.

I might have 
come back and taken my chances with 
a gun, but a man who is square Nates 
to go into what he knows means life or 
death when he feels thatthe other side ig 
right.

Vast Areas in Which There Are No Wilda 
Animals of Oonsiderable Size.

A Russian naturalist, Prof. Maclay, who 
paseed several years in the interior of Papua, 
escribes the highland district of the great 
island as a region as remarkable for its 
scenery and productiveness as for its salubri 
ous climate—a perpetual May in the terrace 
lands, with March and Ap plateaus here 
and there in the highest mountains. The area 
ofthe whole island exceeds thatof Texas, 
but its population hardly aggregates a 
million, nine-tenths of the aborigines being 
lowland settlers, black idlers gorged with 
the yam roots and wild hog steaks of 
the coast plain. The uplands, too, abound 
with game and fish, and the only con- 
ceivable reason why the natives should limit 
their hunting grounds to the sweltering coast 
jungles is a preference for a climate that 
enables them to dispense with dry the 
year round. Inthe Torres range there are 
summits towering to a height of 11,000 feet, 
but the close proximity of the equator has 
covered the highlands with a luxuriant vege- 
tation. Snow is hardly ever seen, but chill 
nights—light frosts even—occur now and 
then, andthe frizzle-haired coast dwellers 
avoid the mountains as the Indios Mansos of 
the Mexican lowlands avoid the tlerra fria.

neighborhood of our own continent. The West 
Indian archipelago, with its four magnificent 
islands and countless islets, has been justly 
termed the ‘‘gameless country,’’ aregion of 
more than a hundred thousand square miles, 
monopolized almost entirely by birds and in- 
sects (even reptiles being scarce), as if the 
archipelago had been somehow overlooked on 
the last two days of creation, and left to be 
settled by such creatures as could reach its 
coasts swimming or flying. There are forests 
teeming with spontaneous fruit, but no mon- 
keys, no wild hogs, no bears or raccoons. The 
larger Carnivora are not represented by a sin- 
le species. No pumas or jaguars sewer 
th are found on the coasts of the 
neighboring mainland), no panthers, lynx, 
or wildcat.

Bicycling in 5 Seine, 


From the Galveston Daily News, 


Six members of the bicycle club left Eagle 
Pass Saturday evening at7o0’clock to go to 
Brackett, The first night they went twenty 
miles and camped. Yesterday morning the 
party mistook the roadand went in the dl- 
rection of Del Rio sometwenty miles, when 
they sighted the Los Marus Mountaln near 
Brackett. They then changed their direction 
toward sp through a country with

CHOLERA’S VICTIMS. 


Official Statistics Published by the Rus- 
sian Government. 


OVER TWO HUNDRED DEATHS WITHIN 
A WEEK. 


Rival Irish Factions Rioting in New Tip- 
Perary—Reforms Froposed in Mexican 
Finances—English Agriculture in a 
Depressed Condition—Anarchist Plot 
Discovered—General Foreign News. 


8ST. Perersbure, July 20.—The officiul chol- 
era reports are published: July 18—Astra- 
khan, 195 cases, 182 deaths; Saratoff, 106 cases; 
Tsuritzin, 77 cases; Samara, 75 cases, 86 
deaths; Kazan, 64 cases, 2 deaths; Baku, 22 
cases, 138 deaths. July 17—Rostoff, 64 cases, 
14 deaths, July 14 to 17—Simbrisk, 16 new 
cases, 6 deaths. 

The Roumanian Government has ordered a 
five days’ quarantine on the Russian frontier 
to prevent the introductian of cholera. Asa 
matter of fact the whole frontier is closed to 
traffic from Russia except at one station, and 
all the ports are closed against vessels arriv- 
ing from Russian ports on the Danube. 

It is officially stated that cholera has broken 
out in the Government of Kooban, on the 
east shore of the Sea of Azoff and the Black 
Sea. Six deaths have occurred fram the dis- 
ease in this goverment. 

The Cologne Gazette says that the return to 
St. Petersburg of M. Vischnegradski, the 
Russian Finance Minister, is due to his favor- 
ing the holding of the Nijni Novgorod fair, 
while the Czar is strongly opposed to the 
holding of the fair. The paper adds that M. 
Vischnegradski will resign the Ministry of 
Finance, owing to ill health, and will be ap- 
pointed to the economic departmentof the 
council of the Empire. 


BRITISH POLITICS. 


FACTIONS RIOTING IN NEW TIP- 
PERARY. 

Lonrponr, July 21.—There was considerable 
rioting in New Tipperary, Ireland, last night, 
due to a collision between mobs of Redmond- 
ites and McCarthyites. The collision was 
followed by a series of desperate fights, 
many persons being injured on both sides. 
Several houses were wrecked,

The 
Irish members of the House of Commons in- 
tend to ask Mr. Matthews on the reassembling 
of Parliament for a return showing the num- 
ber of applications made for permission to 
visit prisoners, the number of visits per- 
mitted and the reason why visits were not 
allowed.

MEXICAN MATTERS. 


IMPORTANT FISCAL REFORMS TO BE INAUGUR- 
ATED. 


CrTy oF MEXxIco, July 21. —The new term of 
office of President Diaz, which begins in De- 
cember, will in all probability be character- 
ized by important fiscal reforms, including 
economies in administration, cutting off all 
expenses which are not absolutely necessary, 
and lowering customs duties, especially on 
raw material, with a view to encouraging the 
mportation of goods in universal demand. 
The policy of the financial department hith- 
erto has been to increase the tariff, this be- 
ing considered the easiest way to secure funds 
for meeting the growing expenses of the Gov- 
ernment, but the new view has gradually 
come to be taken, which is that lower duties 
will increase trade and consequently add to 
revenues by increasing the popular consump- 
tion. 

Tie depreciation in silver, which has im- 
posed large expense on the Government in 
the matter of buying gold to pay foreign in- 
terest, has rendered caution necessary, and 
the new policy of reducing customs duties is 
only justified by the belief that the reform 
willtendto increase rather than diminish 
revenues. Reciprocity is regarded as a lux- 
ury not at present to be considered. 

The Treasury Department Is now an ex- 
ceedingly efficient branch of the Govern- 
ment, and the example of hard work is set 
by the highest officials. The working force 
will be naturally reduced by weeding out 
clerks whose services are demonstrated to be 
unnecessary. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


DEPRESSED CONDITION OF AGRICULTURE IN 
ENGLAND—BRIEFS. 

Lonpon, July 21.—Earl Spencer, presiding 
ata meeting ofthe Northampton Agricultur- 
al Society, raised a storm of protests by re- 
marking that agriculture in Great Britain 
was nowinamore flourishing condition than 
ithad been in a number of years.

Chicago Board of Trade Firms Are Losing 
Money. 


CurcaGco, Ill., July 21.—A local paper says 
that not one firm in twenty on the Board of 
Trade is paying expenses. There has been a 
feeble spurt of activity during the past three 
or four days consequent upon the slight rally 
in prices, but the flicker of energy merely 
served to accentuate the stagnation. The 
despondency on the Board of Trade is thick 
enough to be palpable to the touch. There 
has been nothing like it in fifteen years. The

CHOLERA IN MICHIGAN. 


Saginaw Develops a Fatal Sporadic Case 
of Asiatic Type. 


SAGINAW, Mich., July 21.—A man named 
James Cockburn died here Tuesday from 
Asiatic cholera. Monday morning Dr. James 
Campbell was called to 501 Howard street to 
attend Cockburn, who was said to be suffer 
ing from cholera morbus. The physician 
found that Cockburn’s symptoms were nau- 
sea and severe cramps in hisarms and legs.

Sharpers Bunco Mr. and Mrs. Edward 


Heyd Out of a Large Sum. 

What remarkable things sharp crooks can 
accomplish with gullible people was beauti- | 
fully illustrated by a case reported to the 
police about 9 o’clock last night. Twosharp- 


ers in three weeks’ time succeeded in getting 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward Heyd, who Keep a 
grocery at the northeast corner of Tenth 
street and Lucas avenue, to take out of bank 
$4,000 they had deposited, so that the 
aforesaid sharpers could steal the money— 
which they did. The case is remarkable, both 
for the amount secured, which represé¢nted 
almost the entire fortune of the victims, and 
for the method in which the game was 
worked. 

Mr. Heyd isa native of Alsace, and three 
weeks agoaman, claiming to bea native of 
Nice and giving the name of Faren, dropped 
into bis place. The man was well 
dressed and of gentlemanly appear- 
ance and manner and as he 
claimed to speak only French they were soon 
on ffiendly terms, Farenrepresented that he 
was wealthy. He called daily on Mr. and 
Mrs. Heyd, and last Sunday had the grocer 
accompany him to Thirteenth street and 
Franklin avenue, where he represented he 
expected to start business. On their way 
they met another stranger who could also 
speak no English. He gave the name of An- 
toine Desson, and was extremely giad to 
meet two fellow countrymen. The store 
Faren looked at did not suit. Later 
Faren and Desson called together on 
the Heyds and Desson had a heavy 
satchel which he claimed contained $460,000in 
cash. He said his father who had just died 
in California, had left him seven times that 
amount, having made the moneyin mining. 
Desson opened the satchel, undid a bag and 
pulled out a handful of glittering gold $10 and 
$20 pleces. He also opened slightly a large 
roll wragpes in paper, and showed the ends 
of greenbacks, the sight of all the money as-- 
tounding the Heyds. He _ tossed-. Mrs. 
Heyd a $20 gold piece and told her to keep it. 
The Heyds advised him to ut the 
money ih bank or he would be robbed. - He 
distrusted banks. To prove he could get his 
money out of them when he pleased the 
Heyds the following day drew out $4,000 
nearly allthey had, from the International 
Bank, Still Desson thought banks unsafe. 
The next day—Tuesday—he agreed to leave 
his $460,000 inthe Heyds’ care if they would 
put their $4,000 with it as security, he paying 
them well for keeping the money a few days.

Sefore the arrival of 
the first missionaries the reigning King, out 
of consideration for some of his women, de- 
clared the taboo abolished.

a A professional base ball umpire’s position 
/* Ya not what would be calleda bed of roses. 
The few who have succeeded in making & 
success of the business insist, however, that 
it is not such an unpleasant occupation as the 
majority of the followers of the National 
game sup . Gaffney and Lynch of the 
Twelve Clul/ corps are universally looked 
upon as the best men in the business to-day. 
Lynch is not popular with the players, al- 
though it can hardly be said he is disliked by 
them. He makes it his business not to asso~ 
Ciate with them, and in cvunsequence is 
known intimately by few. This ts directly 
contrary to the policy pursued by the rest of 
the umpires, who associate almost exclus- 
sively with tne players of the different clubs. 

Old Bob Ferguson,though about as *‘rank’’ 
anumpire as ever officiated, had one good 
rule, under no circumstances would he stand 
any back talk from the players. This pre- 
vented the crowd guying him, much as spec- 
tators guy umpires, only when the. players 
kick. The trouble with Ferguson was that 
he permitted his prejudicag to warp his judg- 
ment and even openly declared that he gave 
as balis what should be strikes simply be- 
cause catchers or pitchers ventured to ask 
**how is that?’’ as a ball was pitched. If 
their questioning offended him he had other 
means of punishing them besides robbing 
them and their club of decisions to which 
they were entitled. Lynch and Gaffney 
both insist that one of the most necessary 
© ssentials of an umpire is to possess firmness 
in dealing with the players. Speaking on 
this subject while in this city a short time 
ago, Lynch said: ‘‘You must impress the 
players with the fact that they are paid to 
play ball and not to howl continually at the 
umpire. I always stand ready to explain a 
decision, and when any player shows me that 
my. decision is not upheld by the rules, no 
one is more ready toadmitit. But I have 
a@iways made it a point to insist upon 
their treating me with respect. This 
does not mean that bulldozing methods 
should be brought into play, but it does 
mean that dirty tricks and vulgar remarks 
must be set down upon and not tolerated. I 
think an umpire’s success is assured if he 
will only be guided atall times by that pol- 
icy, providing of course he posseses the nec- 
essary. judgment in making decisions and 
has a definite understanding of the rules.’’ 

This is what Lynch practises. He fre- 
quently makes erroneous decisions, like other 
umpires, but he will not let = inter- 
rupt the game by ‘‘kicking.’’ Furthermore, 
unlike Ferguson, he will not give an unfair 
decision near algo ig has by some re- 
mark or action offend him or happens to 
ag man for whom he has no friendly feel 
ng.

REMARKABLE SURGERY. 


Stony Eubstances Removed From Maj. 
- Towne’s Chest Cavity. 


CuicaGco, Iil., July 21.—Surgeons 8. E. An- 
drews and C. W. Crary of the Medical Board 
of Pension Examiners have performed a re- 
markable surgical operation on Maj. O. O. 
Towne, the veteran who has been under their 
charge for some time. Maj. Towne resides 
at Argyle Park and has been confined to his 
bed for nearly a year from a growing abscess 
in his right lung. Two montis ago the lung 
was opened and the abscess cut and drained. 
Maj. Towne began to recover rapidly, but 


recently his condition became worse, a con- 
tinual discharge from the lungs baffling the 
skill of the surgeons. Last Sunday Dr. An- 
drews determined on another operation. 
After the surgeons had made an incision the 
found almost the entire lung diseas 
and accordingly went further than they at 
first intended and removed the fourth, fifth, 
sixth and seventh ribs. This opening was 
large enough to admit the surgeon’s two 
hands. In thiscavity the surgeons found a 
great quantity of stony substance, some of 
the pieces being as large as marbles and as 
hard as stone, while that which was in the 
bottom uf the cavity was as fine as sand. The 
walls of the cavity were also covered with 
the stony substance, Every particle of the 
stone was removed and the wound covered 
and dressed, Twenty-four hours after Maj. 
Towne had improved wonderfully and he 
now feeis very much better and there is every 
reason for his recovery. Nothing similiar has 
been reported in medicine,
